, the eleven senses, there is violence, the person loses the

balance of thought ; becomes giddy and is tempted to find 

i reasons in support of his own weakness. At this stage of 
temptation reason cannot be sound and judgment impartial. 
Even the utmost strain of intellect cannot help him to have 
a clear idea of " good " either for himself or for the nearest 
relations. The idea of right and wrong is prejudiced the 
reason is misdirected and the feeling follows them, The 
exquisite pleasures of sense and the prejudiced notions of 
; happiness give very little room for reflection, meditation 
and realization. No argument can put him in the right 
t way. No example can help him in clearly realizing the 
r evils of wrong path. Under the action of the senses, the 
\ person will be giddy, gloomy and groping in the dark 
until the sun of defeat shines over his plans. In the defeat 
or disappointment, he feels the light of regret which alone 
i shows him the value of his pursuit in the estimate of the 
wise. He then becomes thoughtful and meditative, and 
!- loses the heat of temptation. The violence in satisfying 
the senses disappears. He is calm, and his mind is then 
prepared for instruction. A prejudiced notion has to pass 
! through so. many stages before it is set right. The value 
f of -implicit obedience and close and faithful adherence to 
the plans of the wiser heads is then only appreciated. 

This doeS not mean more than the delight in the command-

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The lord and protector of all, in attachment to a 
certain pleasure, becomes a shivering servant of temptation/ 
gives room for every discomfort to himself as well as to 
others. He sacrifices the whole of his happiness and

He cannot find out that suspicion 
is a discomfort and it is the consequence of the abuse of 
love and the undue attachment to a woman, For the 
love of the temporal frame of a female he sacrifices 
his wife, child and respect in society. He cannot find out 
that the boldness required to make these sacrifices is a 
great discomfort which constantly pains? the heart. HeJ 
cannot have an estimate of the disquiet required to keep 
up the above boldness. In the love of the woman, he, 
strueeles for comfort and sacrifices the filial love in the 



most vindictive manner. Is thrs~ a!F comfort ? Is this.

happiness? Has he judiciously followed the course? 
Has he realized what is sought for? Has he any idea of;

comfort and discomfort? No, not in the least, 

Further he is made a fool of by her. She does not 
care to return the love which is so much aimed at in every 
sacrifice. On the other hand, she makes him feel that his 
love is not sincere and that he is ready to clo anything fori 
the love which had once been blindly tasted. In the current 
of a family life, a desire to please the tender son is naturally \

No one has ever become happy, by following what the 
body suggests. Body is inferior to mind. In the mind 
there is neither happiness nor comfort. But on the peace of 
mind there is happiness. It means mind is inferior to 
peace of mind which is not in any way less than the Spirit, 
The last is the highest thing which makes one great, noble, 
and happy and it is sought through ihe virtues of Faith, 
Obedience, Love, Control, Self-denial and satisfaction. 

A diligent and earnest follower of these virtues, 
> 

realizes happiness and enjoys the peace of mind. He wins 
the love, sympathy and respect of all He carries with 
him reverence, loveliness and holiness which are the 
Harbingers of self respect and intrinsic worth. A great man, 
in a worldly sense, requires attendants and visiting cards 
to be duly received elsewhere. The mechanical elevation 
. to a high rank in society, makes one haughty, indifferent 
and authoritative." This imagined greatness ; carries with 
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it this stiff nature and hard-heartedness, which, in the 
presence of the desirous looks of a young woman, yields! 
becomes soft, softer than mud, melts into liquid thinner 
than water and becomes unmanageable like air. To hide 
this weakness, to elevate him to a high level and to remind i 
him of his temporal greatness, he is always in need of 
attendance and visitors, who would praise him and raise 1 
him to the level of his imagination. He respects the low 
and the mean and is only laughed after. Whereas a man 
of real merit and greatness, carries with him attendants, 
who constantly follow him and adorn him in the most 
loving manner. The abstract notions of Love, control, 
cheerfulness, obligation and close attention become con- 
cretized in him and guide him like so many attendants and 
fore-runners warranting a grand reception of their lord 
This demand of reception is but natural and is quite 
pleasant to the objects and to the subjects oT ft. ^ Whereas 
in the other case it begins, continues, and ends in formality 
and it is painful if it is strained too long. A sincere ; 
worshipper of the above virtues enjoys happiness anC, 
peace of mind and spreads the perfume of happiness 
wherever he goes, or wherever he is heard. Even in 
difficulties, he entertains those motives which strengthen 
the peace of mind. He sets an example of a proof against ! 
all temptation and gains the sympathy of his readers and 
sows the seeds of control in their hearts, tilled by admiration.

temptation and warns us from attempting to think of it as 
a means of happiness. A religious woman named Gautamy 
is introduced into the plot to give polish and to^ connect 
the various parts of the play. She has^got access to every 
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one* By her sound advice, she removes distress and by

in the anarchy as it were. Chitrangy, the love of the Rajah 
is described to be of a low birth. Her evil nature is the 
touchstone which distinguishes the control from^the want 
of it, Kumudvaty, a worthy wife of the hero breathed her 
last at the punishment inflicted upon her husband. His 
mother follows her, being helpless. But they all came to 
life and unite when the Rajah is found to be improved in 
the regret.
